1, the figures shown by my 
farm accounts would be of no use for com- 
parative purposes; but I may state that the 
year ending May, 1981, showed a net profit 
of £46 on the farm reduced by 100 acres; 
‘that May, 1922, showed a loss of £35 on the 
farm reduced further by 130 acres; and May, 
1925, should show neither profit nor loss. 

In view of these figures, I think that I am 
justified in assuming that my tenants on 
adjacent lands of much the same quality, 
and also dairy-farmers, like myself, cou 
easily have paid their rent had they not 
ombined to refuse to do so. Nothing could 
be more demoralising than for the 
ment to step in and allow them to confiaente 
a quartér of the arrears of rent, though it 
may cOnsider it expedient to transfer owner- 
ship of land from the landlord to the 
ie farmer.. But the Government 
should also consider what is likely to be the 
attitude of Labour. The-agricultural !abourers 
know that the tenants ere going to get their 
farms at less than half the price that the 
landlord would sell for, if sold by unimpeded 
public auction; and, if they also see that the 
tenants are to have a quarter of their arrears 
of rent remitted to them, they will naturally 
make a bold bid to acquire some of the land 
for themselves, arguing that what is sauce 
for the goose is sauce for the gander. In 
that they are likely to be backed by the 
whole of organised Labour, and by such 
methods as we see are being employed in 
County Waterford. 

The amount of demesne land held by land- 
lords is exceedingly small and is coveted by 
the adjacent farmers; but, apart from the 
big grazing “ranches” of Meath, there are 
thousands of acres held by a new class of 
landiord—namely, the shopkeepers of the 
neighbouring small towns and villa es, whose 
emp-Oyment of the land hardly differs from 


‘| that of the big cattle-dealers. 


Is Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., likely to 
look with more favour on these owners of the 
land—who employ no labour ether than a 
singile herd and his family, and do no tillage— 
than on landlords like myself, who are to be 
so ruthlessly exterminated, though we have 
employed labour and won profit from 
the land, which the tenant farmers have not 
been able to do, if we ate to take their state- 
ments as true? 

The farmers themselves see the danger of 
the situation, and are organising a campaign 
to secire a Farmers’ Government at the next 
general election, and the existing Government 
may find itself compelled to bid for support 
from Labour if they are to be allowed to 
carry on the work they have so co sly 
undertaken, though Labour, as voiced by Mr. 
Johnson, is drifting towards the negation of 
all private property other than wages paid 
for menual labour.—-Youra, etc.,

THE MEETING.

In 
the name of Mayo, and in the name of Con- 
naught, he tendered loyal fealty to the 
President of the Irish nation. : 

Then he spoke of the wondrous courage of 
the men in the Dail. In the last months cf 
1922 Mr. Cosgrave and his Government de- 
cided on a policy, and from that they had 
never deviated. Consistency had overwhelmed 
the enemies of the Government of the Irish 
people, and consistency was going to carry 
the nation through. In the Free State Go- 
vernment Ireland had a real Republic in 
practice and with things done. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman read several letters and tele- 
grams from well-known Connaught men who 
could not attend the meeting. 

Dr, Gilmartin, Archbishop of Tuam, wrote 
extending a cordis] welcome to President 
Cosgrave and his colleagues, who, under try- 
ing circumstances, have asserted the prin- 
ciples of constitutional government. “' Duly 
supported, as they ought,to be, they will, 
I believe, establish a national Government on 
a safe and firm and Irish basis.’’ 

MR. COSGRAVE. 

President Cosgrave could not be heard for 
some minutes for the cheering. He plunged in 
his first sentence into the subject that his 
hearers wanted to know about—the Treaty 
and the Government. His answer to the 
critics of the Treaty with England was—Did 
they once more want another “ To Hell ‘cr 
Connaught”? In January, 1922, eight Irish- 
men signed a document, and that document 
gave freedom to Ireland with the exception 
of six counties. 

A Voice—‘‘ Give them time.’ 

He proceeded to deal with the recent publi- 
eation from the Republican Party. They as- 
serted that under the financial re- 
adjustment Ireland would have to pay 
ten to fifteen million pounds a year to 
the British Treasury. The now famous 
Document No. 2 contained exactly the same 
provision. (Laughter.)

Above Linguaglossa, where masses of cool- 
ing lava form a protective barrier, the speed 
of one tributary stream flowing from Monte 
Nero increased yesterday to twenty vards an 
hour. The pressure upon the barrier must 
be enormous. A certain amount of apprehen- 
sion is accordingly felt. 

When the slight earthquake shock was felt 
at Linguaglossa a violent explosion occurred 
beneath the pinagemprest through which I 
passed during my @¥ecent visit to the crater.

8,000 PASSENGERS FOR 
JULY QUOTAS. 


HUNDREDS DOOMED TO 
DISAPPOINTMENT, 


NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Ten Transatlantic ships, with over 8,000 
immigrants, raced into New York Harbour 
shortly after midnight in order to bring pas- 
sengers for the July immigration quotas. 

The Italian liner, Presidente Wilson, from 
Trieste, was the first boat to reach the quaran- 
tine station at two minutes past midnight; 
the French boat, Canada, from the Pirewus, 
was next at three minutes pust, and the 
Danish boat. Polonia, from Libau, was third 
at 12.4 a.m. The British ship, King Alex- 
ander, from the Pireus; the French liner, 
France, from Le Havre; the Swedish steamer, 
Stockholm, from Gothenburg; .the Dutch 
steamer, Neuw Amsterdam, from Rotterdam ; 
the United States steamer, President Adams, 
from London; the United States steamer, 
Washington, from Constantinople; and the 
British liner, Aquitania, from Southampton, 
followed in quick succession. 

The first month’s quotas of at least seven 
countries will be exhausted on the first day 
of the new immigration year, which begins on 
July. Many aliens now steaming across the 
Atlantic will make the journey in vain, and 
will be forced to turn back. 

The Greeks will fare the worst, their quota 
for the month being 613, whereas about 1,600 
are awaiting to enter already, and harrowing 
scenes will be enacted when the hundreds 
of luckless immigrants, who sold all their 
possessions to make the trip with their 
families, find that they cannot gain admission. 

For the hour preceding midnight, when the 
new quotas were opened, nine ships lay in 
Gravesend Bay, jockeying up and dovwn like 
a line of yachts awaiting the starting gun. 
The police sent two yachts to keep order and 
watch the small launches containing relatives 
and friends of the immigrants, who had gone 
down to the outer bay to greet them. 

The night was clear with a full moon, and 
as soon as the crowds ashore on Staten Island 
heard the ships’ bells they lighted great hon- 
fires, which brilliantly illuminated the scene. 
Hundreds of people could be seen on the 
decks of the vessels, and when the latter 
started, with sirens sounding, the cheers of 
the passengers were clearly heard from the 
shore. All the ships were brilliantly lighted, 
and made a wonderful picture in their 
spectaculas dash up the Narrows to drop 
anchor.

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SIR DOUGLAS HALL. 


The death took place on Saturday of Sir 
Douglas Hall, Bart., at his home in London. 
Sir Douglas Hall, who was 57, represented 
the Isle of Wight as a Unionist in Parliament 
from December, 1910, until last November. 
An old Carthusian and a Christ Church, 
Oxford, man, he served as both a naval and 
an Army officer during the war. On the out- 
break of hostilities he was employed with his 
yacht on: patrol work in the Solent and in the 
Channel. Later he went out to the Seine and 
assisted in conveying wounded officers on 
that river, and whilst in France he started 
the first Hospital Barge Flotilla of two hun- 
dred beds, under the title of the British 
Water Ambulance Fund. Sir Douglas Hall 


Treasures of the first Kaiser Wilhelm, in- 
cluding a magnificently jewelled sword with a 
pearl-stadded hilt, were*stolen by robbers dur- 
ing ths week-end from the private rooms of 
the former Kaisers of the German Reich.

Apparently the 
robbers were busily engaged in searching for 
other easily portable objects among the 
treasures when they were interrupted by 
the guards, and the men forced to retire.

As Kemal Pasha was the leader in this 
movement, reaction among the Government 
employés here is noticeably setting in against 
him. 
Allied merchants are pointing to the bad 
internal financial position, urgimg that this 
condition makes it a necessity for Turkey to 
remove its onerous restrictions on business. 
The Turks, since gaining control in Constan- 
tinople, are seriously blocking imports and 
exports by the prohibitive duties imposed. 
The result, naturally, is limiting the Govern- 
ment revenues. ;
